David W. Lee proprietor of the 
Fruit Hill farm near Bedford and one 
ot the county's..progressive farmers, 
died .at his home about 6 o'clock 
Wednesday' morning of tuberculosis 
of the lungs aged 69 years, nine 
months and 18 days. 
' Mr. Lee was born in Bedford Town- 
ship. July' 15, 1841. He Had spent 
most of his life in Bedford Township, 
engaged In farming and dairying. 
Mr. Lee" had charge of the construc- 
tion*^ a couple'iniles of the Bedford 
and Bridgeport Railroad, and super- 
intended the construction of one of 
the borough reservoirs. Mr. Lee had 
held places 'of trust in a number of 
instances. 
He was a-member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Job Mann 
Fund, a diiector of the' Bedford 
County Agricultural Society and a 
member of the Bedford Township 
School. Board.

Spray For Codling Moth 


A very extensive fruit grower of 
Sunbury, Pa., has written to Dr. H. 
A. Surface, State Zoologist, asking 
what he will recommend this spring 
in spraying for codling moth. 
This 


grower 
knows the importance of 
keeping in close touch with the De- 
partment of • Agriculture 
to 
learn 
what is the latest and best. 
As a 


consequence his reply will prove of 
value to all persons growing apples, 
pears and quinces, which are liable 
to be infested with this pest which 
causes the fruit to be wormy. 
The 


answer of Professor Surface is as fol- 
lows: 


"Replying to your letter concern- 
ing the codling moth spray, I beg to 
say that we shall use one gallon and 
one quart of the concentrated lime- 
sulphur solution of the strength test- 
ing about 1.28 to 1.30 specific gravity 
in every fifty gallons of water. This 
is to take the place ot the Bordeaux 
mixture. 
"In addition to this we shall use 


tv.-o pounds of arsenate of lea<3»-~,We 
shall spray once just aftei the blos- 
soms tall, and again in about ten 
days or two weeks 
Ot course, no 
spraying while in bloom will be rec- 
ommended at any time for anything. |

Mrs. H. H. Brumbaugh _of Defiance 
has a Barred Plymouth Rock hen 
that has laid, during the past two 
weeks, four exceptional eggs, two 
measuring 
6V&X8 inches, the third 


6%x7% and the fourth 6x7%. Shall 
•she hold the record? Don't "stretch 
the string" in measuring to excel. 


This is a question that is frequent- 


ly asked of Prof. H. A. Surface, State 
Zoologist of Pennsylvania, notwith- 
standing the fact it is purely horti- 
cultural. As a result of his own ex- 
tensive experience, he has given the 
following reply: 


"The date for planting trees de- 


pends solely upon the conditions of 
the tree at the time it is planted. If 
it is truly dormant it can be-planted 
at any time, and it will grow even 
though Hie planting may not be un- 
til midsummer. 
If, on the other 


hand, its buds have appeared, or its 
leaves have started to expand, it will 
be less likely to live, even though it 
should be planted very early 
In 


planting trees on which the leaves 
ha\e appearad, it is best to cut these 
bacK severely, and remove the ad- 1 
vancing foliage, giving the tree op- 1 
portunity to push forth more dor- 
mant buds after their roots have 
started 


"It is the custom for extensive 
nurserymen to keep trees in cool 
storage, and often shipments are 
made late from such trees. It is safe 
to plant them, even though it may be 
late in the year. The earliest trees 
should be the cherry. 
This is less 


liable to live if planted late than any 
other. The peach, on the other hand, 
can be planted very late, and if cut 
back severely will be in as good con- 
dition as though planted early. 
| 


"The greatest objection to the late j 


planting of trees is that they are Ha- 1 
ble to have started growth late in the 
season, and are injured by being 
transplanted 
after 
the growth is 
started. 
The greatest objection to 
the late planting of dormant trees is 
that the growing season is thus short- 
ened ,and unless the growth is stimu- 
lated by good nitrogen fertilizer and 
cultivaHon this may be very feeble, 
and the tree may not gain strength 
enough to make it resistant to the 
destructive effects 
of the 
winter. 
Trees planted very late are quite lia- 
ble to be weakly and easily winter 
killed. It is the feeble trees that are 
thus damaged." The greatest secur- 
ity against winter injury is a strong, 
vigorous growth of good, thick twigs 
and healthy buds well matured be- 
fore tho severe weather comes. Early 
planting, proper fertilization and cul- 
tivation are the best means of secur- 
ing this. 
The first winter is often 


the hardest winter on the young 
trees. 


"It must be admitted that the 
earlier in the spring all trees, bushes 
and shrubs are transplanted the bet- 
ter it will be to insure their starting 
right, and making a good growth 
during the summer. For this reason 
fall planting is coming more and 
more into favor, and is to be recom- 
mended," says Professor 
Surface, 


who practices this upon his premises 
m setting all kinds of fruit trees.

Adam not transgressed the Divine 
commands" he need not have died, 
nor ever have been cast out of his 
Eden home. St. Paul emphasizes the 
fact that death is the penalty of sin 
and that the resurrection of the dead 
will come to mankind as the result 
of the redemptive work of Christ. 
He says, "Since by man comes death, 
by man also comes the resurrection 
of the dead. For as all in Adam die, 
even so all in Christ shall be made 
alive; but every man in his own 
order/' band or cohort (I Corinth- 
ians xv, 21-23). 


As Genesis introduces death as a 


penalty for sin, Revelation concludes 
the great drama by pointing out 


•••Christ's victory and the destruction 


of sin and death, the release of all 
the members of Adam's family from 
his 
sentence 
and_ eventually _ the 


bringing of alL the willing back to 
fellowship^.with God and to eternal 
life. Between, these two extremes of 
.Divine Revelation are the assurances 
of the Prophets and the words of 
'Jesus -and His Apostles explaining 
the ' processes 
reconciliation.'

St. Paql summarizes 


these with the statement, "By one 
manE's disobedience! sin. entered in- 
,to the "world, and death as the result 
,pf^ sin, and thas death passed upon 
alj men, because all are sinners. * * * 
As toy one roam's disobedience' [the]

obedience of one shall [the] many be 
made righteous™ (Romans v, 12-19).

This monster was 
granted permission to devour the 
race fcy Him'Who created,,us, because 


" we were unworthy of eternal life. 


Death, therefore; is backed by the 
mandate of the Almighty, and He 


being swallowed .up of this greac 
monster, 
death, 
more voraciously 


than ever—ninety thousand every 
day. His prison-house, sheol, hades, 
the tomb, is supposed now, to con- 
tain twenty thousand 
millions of 


Adam's children. 
Why the delay? 


Did God's plans go awry?" Was the 
Savior insufficient for His work? 
Was His sacrifice imperfect and un- 
satisfactory? 
^ 


The Scriptures assure us that the 


sacrifice that Jesus offered 
(Him- 


self) was a satisfaction, "ransom- 
price," for the sins of the whole 
world. They tell us that the Heav- 
enly Father manifested His approval 
of the sacrifice when He granted the

! as surely He foretold that He would 


i open the prison-doors and set all the 


I captives free. 
His death,-"the Just 


jfor the unjust," was in'order that He 


i might have the rightful authority to 
.release the prisoners—by His death 
He secured the key.

Eventua.ffiy" this glorious work will 


be consummated, and in the consum- 
mation of it the elect Church of this 
Gospel Age is invited to have a share. 
Hence the Church is called out from 
the world first under a special Cove- 


i nant of sacrifice that she may with 
her 'Lord, the Redeemer, become 
part of the Seed of Abraham on the 
spirit plane (Galatians, iii, 29). 


Hades Cast Into Goheuna

were cast Into the lake of fire, which 
s the Second Death, is merely an- 
other way of explaining to us that 
Adamic death, and the grave con- 
nected therewith, will be superseded 
by the Second Death. 
Any of the 


race who, by the close of the Media- 
torial reign, will not have come up to 
perfection and will not have gotten 
entirely free from the power of sin 
and the tomb, will themselves be re- 
sponsible for their wrong condition, 
their imperfection. The great Medi- 
ator will have done everything right, 
proper and necessary for all. Who- 
ever then will come short of eternal 
ife will himself only be to blame. 
And the trial time over, any not ful- 
y delivered, any still held by sin and 
death, will be willingly held, and all 
such will be turned over to the Sec- 
ond Death, destruction, symbolized 
by fire, from which there will be no 
recovery. 


Let it be remembered that the Val- 


ey of Hinnom, outside of Jerusalem 
the earthly, where only the vile re- 
fuse was destroyed, will find its anti- 
type in the Second Deatu, symbolic- 
ally represented as a lakes of fire 
outside the New Jerusalem. 
In it 


will be consumed utterly, completely, 
everything out of harmony with the 
Divine will. 


The Wicked Returned to Sheol 
In the New Testament, as we have 


seen, hades stands for the grave or 
state of death, which results from 
Adam's transgression; while Gehenna 
represents the Second Death, which 
will come only upon those who shall 
first have been delivered from the 
Adamic sentence, or shall have had 
at least a full opportunity for deliv- 
erance and who will manifest their 
love for sin more than for righteous- 
ness and who, therefore, will be sen- 
tenced to the Second Death. 


But in the Old Testament there is 


no distinctive word used to represent 
tue Second Death — the extinction 
which will be the penalty of per- 
sonal, wilful transgression. To meet 
tue difficulty the word sheol is used 
a second time. 
For instance, we 


read of some who will be wilfully 
wicked after enjoying a knowledge 
of the Truth—not merely inheritors 
of 
imperfection 
and 
weaknesses 


which they have not overcome, but 
intelligently 
.wilful 
sinners—"The 


wicked, shall be returned to sheol to- 
gether with all people who forget 
God" (Psalm ix, 17). In our Com- 
mon Version the prefix re is improp- 
erly omitted. 


The "wicked" are only those who 


sin against light, knowledge and op- 
portunity, and only those can be said 
to forget God who have once known 
Him—who have been brought to a 
knowledge of the Truth and turned 
from it. Truly, my hearers, the res- 
urrection hope is the great theme of 
the Bible.
